GEN. MERRITT’S OPINION. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb, 12.—The attention of 
Gen. Wesley Merritt was called to the article 
published in New York relating to the mgill- 
tary career of Gen. Alger.

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SHOT BY A NIHILIST 


Von Hafsord, the Russian General, 
Assassinated, 


HIS EVERY MOVEMENT WATCHED FOR 
THE FATAL OPPORTUNITY. 


— 


Points of Similarity to the Killing of Gen. 
Silverstof by Padlewski — Artisans 
Etarving in Vienna — England Will 
Quarantine Against American Cattle 
—Sultan and Khedivye—Foreign News. 


Parks, Feb. 12.—Several of the newspapers 
of this city to-day published a rumor that the 
Russian General, Von Hafsord, who it was 
said yesterday had shot himself through the 
bead with a revolver in the Hotel Louvre, 
was the victim of Nihilists. The rumor has 
it that he had incurred the enmity of the 
Nihilists and that fora long time they have 
been waiting an opportunity to revenge 
themselves upon him. Yesterday the oppor- 
tunity came and he was assassinated by a 
man who had been watching his movements 
for some time past. It is not known pos!i- 
tively what basis there is for this rumor, but 
the published report agreedin some of its 
detalls with those connected with the murder 
of Gen. Seliverstoff, the head of the Russian 
secret police in Paris, who was found shot in 
the head in his apartments in the Hotel 
De Bade in November, 1890. He died the day 
afterward. Itsoon transpired that he had 
been shot by a Pole named Padlewski, who 
was employed as a waiter in the Franco- 
Russian Club, and who was known to his in- 
mates asarabid Nihilist. Every effort was 
made by the French police and the Russian 
secret police agents to capture Padlewsk!i, but 
through the aid rendered to him bya French 
journalist, who subsequently published a full 
account of his connection with the affair, 
Padiewski was smuggled out of France and 
the police were never able to capture him. 
Intelligence has reached here withina short 
time that Padlewski made his way to the 
United Statesand that he either committed 
suicide or was killed atthe City of San An- 
tonio, in Texas. 

It is not known that Gen. Von Hafsord was 
connected with the Russian police system. 
But it will be remembered that the St. 
Petersburg police officials have strenuously 
denied that Gen. Seliverstoff had anything to 
do with these sleuths whose chief work is to 
track the hunted Nihilists, 

The Russian International police has four 
grand divisions, with centers at Berlin, Lon- 
don, Paris, and Zurich. The Supreme Chief 
resides at Berlin. The work of this secret 
service in foreign countries is totally inde- 
pendent of other branches of the national 
service. Their duty is to spy upon Anarch- 
istsand Nihilists in foreign lands and balk 
their plots. Each of the four divisions has a 
host ofagents. in every university town in 
Germany there are resident agents. 

THE ANARCHIST COLONY. 

The Nihilist colonyin Paris has been des- 
cribed ‘‘as a most remarkable collection of 
noblemen without loyalty, paupers without 
humility and rich men without regard for 
law and order.’’ The acknowledged chief of 
the colony, as wellas the Nihilitic party in 
France, is a typically curious figure. He is 
Stanislaus. Mendelssohn, cousin of the com- 
| poser, Mendelssohn*Bartholdy, and granda- 
nephew of the Berlin philesopher, Moses 
Mendelssohn. He is bat 33 years old, rich, 
educated, and has many talents. He studied 
medicine in Warsaw, his birthplace, but 
remained at the university only long 
enough to follow to thelr conclusion his 
materialistic tendencies. He was driven 
from home on account of his participation in 
intrigues against the Government. He lived 
a few years in Austria and Germany, suffer- 
ing fines and imprisonment for his persistent 
and open advocacy of radical political opin- 
ions, and returned to Russia to escape fur- 
ther punishment. Inhis native land, how- 
ever, similar penalties for similar offenses 
were inflicted upon him, so taking with him 
a handsome fortune, inherited from his fam- 
ily, he went to Paris, firmin his determina- 
tion to agitate in a foreign land for the revo- 
lution at home, 

THEORIES. 

His wealth, generosity, and eagerness to 
sacrifice his own comfort for the sake ofa 
cause, together with his reputation for havy- 
ing defied the laws of three countries, gave 
him at once prestige among his fellow revo- 
lutionists, and he increased his popularity by 
entertaining at his table in his villa in Fon- 
teney-aux-Roses, the most unfortunate and 
helpless of his political comrades. Then he 
grew naturally and unopposed intoa position 
of undisputed leadership of the Polish group 
of Nihilists, and practicully was at the head 
ofthe revolutionary agitation in that city 
against the empire of the Czar. 

Since coming to Paris Mendelssohn has 
been arrested several times, charged with 
plotting to kill the Ozar, but has managed to 
escape conviction. it is supposed that 
Padlewsky was his agent in removing 
Seliverstoff, andthe taking off of Van Haf- 
sord will also be laid at the door of the Paris 
Nihilistic colony. 

ACTIVE ANARCHISTS. 

BERLIN, Feb. 12.—The Kreuz Zeitung says 
that the police of Berlin have discovered and 
frustrated a widespread Anarchist plot. The 
recent firesin the Royal Palace at Konigs- 
berg, it is said, were the work of a branch of 
the Berlin Anarchist society. Arrests of 
Anarchists are being made here almost dally, 
and already a large number of them are 
awaiting trial. 

The Russian police have discovered the ex- 
istence of a Nihilist society at Pultava and 
have seized a quantity of Nihilist documents 
and a printing press. The leaders of the 
society were arrested after a desperate strug- 
gle. 

The Socialists of this city have appointed 
a committee of six toorganize May Day de- 
monstrations. Aspecial journal will be is- 
sued to promote theirobject, and meetings 
will be held throughout the country. 

y ARMED BANDS. 

Xeres, Feb. 12.—Anarchists in bands have 
appeared in the vicinity of the suburbs and 
cause much alarm amongthe people who do 
not dare to leave their houses. Within the 
city there is no little trepidation, and the 
streets are- deserted early in the 
evening. Three Anarchists with arms and 
inflammatory papers have been arrested at 
Cadiz. The provincesare honeycombed with 
predatory bands, in some cases led by 
priests. Troops are ready in the barracks, 
but up to this time the gendarmes have been 
sufficient to cope with the disturbers of the 


peace. 
A BOMB EXPLODED. 

Lispon, Feb. 12.—A bomb was exploded to- 
day in front of the Spanish Consulate.

ARTISANS ATTRIBUTE THEIR MISERY TO THE 
M’KEINLEY LAW. 

VIENNA, Feb. 1%,-—Skilled mechanics anda 
others are flockingto this capital from the 
Austrian provincegand from Hungary, hop- 
ing to find some help intheir destitution. 
The refugees, mos® of whom are in absolute 
want and many of whom have been without 
food for many days, attribute their miseries 
to the American McKinley law which has re- 
sulted in throwing them out of work by 
crushing certain branches of Australian in- 
dustries which sapplied the American mar- 
ket. McKinley ig’ spokenof by these poor 
people asan ogf whohas devoured their 
happiness. The Gonditions have begun to 
alarm the Viennese authorities, as the city 
has a great deal of local destitution without 
beIng a Mecca fora starving multitude from 
all parts of the empire. 

A Vienna correspondent sends a dispatch to 
his paper about the suffering that exists 
among the laboring classes im thatcity. He 
says: ‘*‘The destitation that prevails here at 
present is greaterthan it Bas been in many 
years. A large percentage of the expert me- 
chanics here are giad to emigrate, butare 
deterred from doing so by conscription. The 
misery of the poorin this city is enhanced by 
news from the inces Of ‘a large number 
of persons who areoutof employment. The 
total number of unemployed persons in this 
city is estimated at 70,000. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that the extension of the city Iimits 
will give xan impetusto building operations 
and public works which the Government is 
inaugurating willalso improve the present 
state of affairs. 


HORRIBLE SUFFERINGS, 


COLD WEATHER AND TYPHUS FINISHING THE 
WORK OF HUNGER. 

Lonpow, Feb. 12.—A dispatch from Penza, 
capital of the Government of that name, in 
the southwestern part of what !s known as 
Great Russia, is published to-day. The dis- 
patch saysthat the thermometer registers 
58 deg. below zeroand thatthere is terrible 
suffering among the peasants. A number of 
men have been frozen todeath on the high 
roads and sointensely cold is it that birds 
drop dead from the treesin which they have 
sought shelter. None of the children in 
Penza are allowed to x0 to. school, 
A quantity of grain forthe famine sufferers, 
has arrived at Penza, Dbutitis impossible to 
distribute it among the peasants in the sur- 
rounding country, owing to the fact that 
nearly all the horses have been killed for 
food or sold to procure money with which to 
buy the necessaries of life. Five thousand 
horses have been killed in Penza alone and 
it is estimated that several million draught 
animals have been Killed throughout the em- 
pire since autumn, 

Thus far Ssmall-pox and diphtheria are 
decimating the inhabitants. Around Penza 
two hundred of the peasants have dled from 
the diseases. The dispatchadds that inthe 
Governments ‘of Samara, Saratoy and 
Nijni Novgorod the conditions are far worse 
than in Penza. 

In these three governments thousands of 
the peasants have fallen victims to hunger, 
typhus and other epidemic disease. In the 
governments of Charkov and Kazan the 
ty phus fever is especially terrible in its rav- 
ages. The inhabitants are dying off by the 
hundreds. Whole families have been strick- 
en by the disease and have died, nota single 
member recovering. The records show that 
inthe vicinity of Penza 17,986 persons, men, 
women and children, are damy fed by charity. 


AMERICAN CATTLE, 


ALARM IN ENGLAND-CALL FOR A _ STRICT 


QUARANTINE. 

Lonpon, Feb. 12.—The agitation against 
imports is gaining dangerous 
strength. Following the Times the Morning 
Post, which hitherto has been most friendly 
to Canada says: ‘‘In the presence of the 
grave danger of the spread of dis- 
ease to British herds the most ob- 
vious dictates of common sense say 
close the ports of England. We are spending 
millions of pounds to suppress disease among 
home animals, yet with inexplicable fatuity 
we leave the doors Open at ports. A closure 
of ports to live animals would make no differ- 
ence to imports of dead meat nor raise the 
price.’’ Beil’s Weekly Messenver , another gen- 
eral friend of Canada, indicates the serious- 
ness of the present outbreak and urges the 
public to support Mr. Chaplin, if necéssary, 
to stopall imports of live cattle. The situa- 
tion is one of grave periito Canadian trade 
and the Canadian Government may perhaps 
strenathen the position by promptly an- 
nouncing a rigid quarantine against United 
States cattle entering British Columbia, as 
well as the rest of Canada.

JOINT NAVAL DEMONSTRATION — FAMINE IN

PARIS, Feb. 12.—The Temps says that the 
French and Russian squadrons in the Med- 
iterranean are about to makea joint visit to 
the Levant.

FAMINE IN INDIA, 

BOMBAY, Feb. 12.—Official notice has been 
given thata famine prevails in this presi- 
dency, and that the famine code will be ap- 
plied over an area of 5,000 square miles in the 
districts of Nijapur, Bolgaun and Dharwar. 
These aistricts contain a population of 
1,500,000 persons. 

A petroleum well belonging to the Assam 
Railway Co., has been sunk to the depth of 
650 feet, at which point a vein was struck 
which is fowing at the rate of 700 barrels 
daily.

TYPHUS EPIDEMIC. 


Polish Immigrants Bring the Contagion to 
New York. 


New YorK, Feb. 12.—Eight new cases of 
typhus fever have been discovered In various 
parts of this city since 10’ clock this morning. 
The victims are all, or nearly all, 
Jews both Russian and Polish f[whn 
recently arrived here on the steamship 


Masilla from Marseilles, and who on landing, 
although the ship wassaid tobe infected, 
tound sleeping accommodation in some of 
the lowest tenement houses on the East side. 
All the victims have been removed to North 
Brother Island, and the places they were 
taken from carefully fumigated and quaran- 
tined, a biack flag being floated trom a short 
distance on each side of the pestilent house. 

The hospital on North Brother Island is 
filled to its utmost capacity and the physi- 
cians there will to day erect alarge wooden 
pavilion to accommodate a large number of 
patients. 

Mr. Edison of the Health Board said 
to a reporter this morning: ‘‘The plague 
is by no means ended. We have acted 
promptly and on the first suspicions, but you 
see many had been scattered around and had 
already come in contact with many other 
persons, and you may look for new cases 
hourly. I have a ordered fresh squad of men 
to doduty on the case. Wenhave seen noth- 
ing like it in years.’’ 

Two more cases have been discovered, 
making sixty-seven in All. 

Atnoon the number of cases known was 
seventy-six. 


FAILURES. 


Testimony in the Delamater Case—Busi- 
ness Troubles.

LEONARD HAS HOPES 


With Harrison’s Aid Louisiana Would 
Go Republican. 


THE ADMINISTRATION ASKED TO TAKE 
A HAND,

Warmoth’s Strong Grip on the Pelican 
State-— Hot Taffy for Flower —Vemo- 
crats Denounce New York’s Midwinter 
Convention and Prepare to Offset It— 
Political News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C©C., Feb. 12.—A, H. Leon- 
ard, Republican candidate for Governor of 
Louisiana, was in Washington yesterday 
seeking to enlist the support of the Adminis- 
tration for the ticket headed by himself. In 
an interview on the situation and outlook he 
made some interesting expressions. He said: 

‘*The struggle between the opposing fac- 
tions of the Democratic party is very bitter, 
and the probabilities are there will be no 
reconciliation. If so, the prospect for the 
success of the Republican ticket is very 
bright. The Republicans undoubtedly have 
amajority in Louisiana, and the organiza- 
tion ofthe party is much better than it has 
been foryears. It would be dificult for the 
returning officers to count out the Republl- 
can majority, even though the Democrats 
were united, but it is possible that the Fed- 
eral officers in Loulsiana will, if not pre- 
vented by the President, take such action as 
willenable the Democratic Returning Board 
to count the Republicans out. 

MAKING THINGS PLAIN. 

**It seems that the Administration is with- 
out accurate knowledge of the situation in 
Louisiana from the Republican party, which 
I have the honor to represent. There has 
been no Republican party in the South that 
could maintain itself there because there can 
be no party in any Southern State which has 
not inits ranks and among its leaders South- 
ern men. - Yet whenever Southern men have 
come to the front as leaders of the Repub- 
lican party inany Southern State, the pow- 
erful influence of the Federal Administration 
has been exerted tocrushthem. Of this fact 
the course which was pursued with reference 
to Gen, Mahone of Virginia furnishes a strik- 
ingexample. If he had been supported by 
the Republicans of the North and by a Re- 
publican Administration, as he should have 
been, Virginia would bea Republican State 
to-day. 

WARMOTH IN THE WAY. 

‘*Loulsiana could be placed in the Republl- 
can column, where she belongs, and will be 
placed there, unless Mr. Warmoth, the col- 
lector of the port of New Orleans, and his 
subordinates, are permitted to persist in their 
efforts to disruptand defeat the Republican 
party. The following of Mr. Warmoth is 
very small, but the prestige of the Federal 
administration is more effective in Loulsana 
than than itis in any Northern State, be 
cause the colored people, who constitute 
virtually the Republican party of Loulsiana, 
regard the action of the President as signifi- 
cant. Wetrustthe President will yet take 
such action as will enable the Republicans of 
Louisiana to reclaim that State. 

‘*‘The President stated to me yesterday 
that he would interfere in Louisiona only so 
faras tosee that the Federal offictals were 
against the lottery,and any statement that 
he would support a ticket putin the fiela by 
the Warmoth faction were unauthorized and 
unfounded. Yet Mr. Warmoth, in a pub- 
lished interview, says the Administration 
will support the ticket which he intends plac- 
ing in the fleld, and it remains to be seen 
what the President will do. 

ONE MAN CONTROLS. 

**One thing is certain, that while Gen. Har- 
rison may be President of the other States of 
the union, so farasthe people of Loultsiana 
can judge, Mr. Warmoth, if not President, ts 
Vice-President of Loulsiana. He asserts that 
he has carte blanche from the President, and 
the facts seem to bear out his assertion. No 
appointment has been madein Louisiana to 
any federal position that he did not either 
name or consent to; and it was believed in 
Louisiana that the lottery ro has dil- 
rectly or indirectly controlled all appoint- 
ments in Loutsiana. Directly on securing the* 
appointment and conformation of Warmoth 
as Collector of the Port, and indirectly by 
securing all other appointments through 
him.’’ 


‘*What doesthe withdrawal of the lottery 
question last week really mean?’’

Coal Famine Threatened in London by 
the Strike of Porters. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—The striking coal porters 
declare that they will not yield until their 
demands are conceded, To show the @isad- 
vantages under which the delivery of coal is 
accomplished owing to the strike it may be 
said that the owners of many coal depots 
could be seen to-day driving their own 
wagons. A few of the wagons were driven 
by men not belonging to the Coal Porters’ 
Union. Strikers would follow these wagons 
for the purpose of either inducing or forcing 


the drivers to léave them, but the police were" 
vigilant and all such attempts were frus- 
trated. ' 

Nearly every coal depot on the River 
Thames is atastandstill. Thirty barges are 
waiting to be unloaded at Black Friars. The 
strike wasentirely unexpected by the men, 
who were apprised of the action taken by the 
leaders by delegates who were dispatched to 
the depots with orders for the mento quit 
work. So suddenly wasthe strike decided 
Se thatthe menemployedin the depots 
did not have time to procure a supply of coal 
against the famine with which London is 
now threatened. ‘The retail dealers have al- 
ready advanced the price of the commodity, 
and this will cause much suffering among the 
poor who are compelled to buy their coal in 
small quantities, Ifthe strike continues it 
will cause widespread distress, for factories 
and places of that description . will be com- 
pelled to close down because ofa lack of fuel 
and many men will thus be thrown out of 
employment,

On Trial for the Assassination of Dr. 
Houard of Joplin. 


ROLLA, Mo., Feb. 12,—The taking of testi- 
mony in the Hudson murder trial began to- 
day, the attorneys having completed 
the task of getting a jury. The 
case comes here from Jasper County 
on a change of venue, with Judge Bland on 
the bench. There are Over 100 witnesses to 
be examined, and the city is filled with peo- 
ple from Joplin and Granby who are inter- 
ested in the outcome of the trial. 


The fact that the prosecution will attempt 
to show that Hudson was a hired assassin, 
who murdered Howard for a sum of money, 

id him by some one who had been wronged 

y the dashing Joplin dentist, lends a special 
interest to this trial. 

Dr. L. G. Howard claimed to be a Cuban by 
birth and was noted for his attentions to the 
fair sex. He was assassinated between 7 and 
& o’ clock on the night of Sept. 14, 1886, at the 
corner of Third: and Main streets. Howard 
was shot from the side and rear, the ball 
passing through his brain, The assassin 
walked across Main street with his pistol in 
hand and disappeared east on Third street. 
Many persons were on the streets at the time 
and perhaps twenty saw the murderer. 
Under the excitement of the moment these 
persons gave varying descriptions of the 
man. The weight of puDlic opinion was that 
the assassination resulted from a scandal in- 
volving several married women of some 
social standing in Joplin. 

For some months ‘geen to the tragedy there 
had been rumors of sensational disclosures, 
involving people who had borne spotless 
reputations and moved in Joplin’s best cir 
cles. While the air was thick with these 
rumors the tragedy occurred. 

George Hudson, the prisoner, is one of the 
most notorious desperacoes who ever trod 
Missouri soil, not barring the James boys. 
Before the killing of Howard, which occurred 
at Joplin on Sept. 5. 1656, he had elght mur- 
ders charged against him, and haG achieved 
distinctiomf as a horsethief and bad man in 
four states. For the past ten years Hudson 
has lived in the mining town of Granby, 
a part of the time engaged in the saloon busi- 
ness. It was he who led the rioters in the 
famous Webb City riot in 14876, in which two 
citizens of the town were shot to death.

Yesterday 
Philip Alien, Deputy Coroper, testified to the 
finding of a pistol and a club onGrant’s 
body. The hammer of the pistol was resting 
on an empty chamber. Ali the other cham- 
bers were ioaded. The prosecution here an- 
nounced that with the exception of one wit- 
ness, who ig ill, their testimony was in, 
Curtis claims to have no recollection what- 
ever of the tragedy.

Mrs. Strautwein Claims That a Baby 
Is Buried, : 
SHE CHARGES JOHN KOESSLER WITH 
PLACING THE BODY THERE, 


Prosecuting Attorney Estep Refuses to 
Issue a Warrant Against Koessler— 
Fight Between Oificers and Negroes— 
Wants His Money—A Woman Sen- 
tenced—Other Police News. 


This afternoon Mrs. Gus Strautwein, living 
atNo, #447South Thirteenth street, applied 
to Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Estep fora 
warrant against her neighbor, John Koess- 
ler, Of No. 2445 South Thirteenth street.

Strautwein charges that about two 
months ago Koessier buried the body of 
a 7-months-old childin the back-yard of the 
strautwein residence. Mr. Estep refused to 
issue the warrant, referring the woman to 
the Board of Heaith, to which place she car- 
ried her complaint late in the day. 

Koessler is a witness in a case against Mrs. 
Strautwein’s sister, Mrs. Lena Heffelback, 
who now lives at 8447 South 
Thirteenth street with Mrs. Koessler. 
Some time ago Mrs. Heffelback 
lived at No. #4417 South Third street and the 
owner of that property, Bernard Heulsman, 
charges Mrs. Heffelbach with baving set fire 
to the building, causing its destruction. A 
warrant was issued against Mrs. Heffelbach 
and she is now awaiting preliminary hear- 
ing, at which Koessler is one of the chief wit- 
nesses for the prosecution. 

Mrs. Strautwein claims that she saw the 
dead body of the child, and that one of 
Koessler’s own children told her afterwards 
that Koessler had buried it in the back yard.

IT DOES NOT COVER NEARLY ENOUGH 
TERRITORY. 


The Wes tern Limit Fixed by It Is Comp- 
ton Avenué—No Provision Is Made for 
Protection at, Important Crossings 
West of That—Dangerous Crossings on 
the WaDash. 


Since the ordinances forthe better protec- 
tion of the public at railroad crossings were 
passed, thirteen years ago, the city has in- 
creased in population from about 340,000 to 
nearly 300,000, and to this increase of 160,000 
should be added fully 20,000 more for the 
residents of the suburbs who formerly lived 
in the city, and who are still engaged in bus!- 
ness here, but who have moved beyond the 
city imits and are no longer counted inthe 
city’s population. At the present rate of in- 
crease the number of people living within 


and just outside the city limits will soon 
be double what it was in February, 
1879, and fully half the population 


will then reside westof Compton avenue, 
The gate ordinance of 1879 was made to apply 
in the Mill Creek Valley to only crossings east 
‘of Compton avénde, and while that may

The deed held now by 
Mr. Brown Is perfectly genuine, having been 
recorded inthe various transfers, the last 
record being made in 1844 and acknowledged 
by W. J. C. Folsom, now HNving at Taylor’s 
Falis, this State, who was at that time regis- 
ter of deeds for St. Croix County, Wisconsin 
Territory. Mr. Brown will press the matter 
in the interests of the heirs of the estate.

NUMBER OF TRAINS GREATER. 

The business of the railroads here in- 
creased, too, with the growth of the city, and 
where there were only thirty or forty trains 
in 1878 and 1879, there are now over 100. The 
Missouri Pacific and Wabash roads were the 
only ones mentioned in the Fraley ordinance, 
but the Frisco road now has its own tracks 
and the trains of the Colorado road and the 
Vale Hill road also run through Mill Creek 
Valley. ‘An examination of the time tabies 
published in the daily papers will show that 
ninety-six passenger trains pass over the 
crossings at Theresa and Cabanne avenues 
every day, and yet neither of these crossings 


are protected by bars. At Theresa 
avenue there are about thirty or 
forty tracks and they are spread over 


fully 600 eet of ground, and 
for this whole distange there is but one 
watchman. If there were bars here that 
could be operated from a watch tower, one 
person — be able to guard all the twenty 
tracks, but without some such mechanical 
arrangement no one person can do so tothe 
safety of the public. <As before Stated, 
nearly 100 passenger trains pass Theresa ave- 
nue crossing every day, and with th® excep. 
tion Of the fast mall train they pass there be- 
tween 6o0’clock in the moraine and mid- 


night. For two hours in the morning and for 
two hours again in the afternoon a 
train passes there on an avera 

every five minutes. This is between 
6:10 and 8:10 in the forenoon 
and 4:30 and 6:80 in the afternoon. A great 


deal of switching is also done here at all 
hours of the day. What is true of this cross. 
ing applies also to the crossing at Cabanne 
avenue, except that this crossing is not used 
so much by teams and the switching here Is 
less. The number of trains, however, is the 
same, asthe Wabash tracks do not separate 
from the others until Cabanne avenue is 
passed. Including freights, there are from 
120 to 130 trains a day, or one about every ten 
minutes. 
OTHER DANGEROUS CROSSINGS, 

About sixty trains a day, including frejghts, 
pass Howard, Cheltenham and other stations 
on the Missouri Pacific ond Tower Grove, 
where the Oak Hill road branches off, and the 

Frisco road has eighteen passenger trains 
exclusive of freights, and yet there are sev- 
eral crossings on both roads that are not 
guarded. The Frisco has neither bars nor 
watchman at Macklind avenue and the Mis- 
sour! Pacific has only a day watchman, but 
there is no gate there. Both roads have bars 
andday watchmen at King’s highway, but 
no bight watchmen. The only crossings, in 
fact, that are property guarded at bight are

LAND OF REVOLTS. 


Movement in Brazil to Depose President 
Peixoto. 


New YoOrK, Feb. 12.—The only news from 
Brazil to-day comes by way of London. It 
confirms the report that another revolution- 
ary movement is on In Rio Grande do 8ul, the 
State of the South which raised the flag of re- 
volt against Dictator Fonseca. The cause of 


the dissatisfaction with the government of 
President Peixoto,who succeeded Fonseca, is 
not clearly set outinthe dispatches, but the 
fear isexpressed that the new President !s 
ambitious to become Dictator. Peixoto’s 
cabinet was composed of the following Min- 
isters: Treasurer, Senhor Francisco de Paula 
Rodrigues Alves; Agriculture, Senhor Antao 
Goncalvos de Faria; Foreign Relations, Sen- 
hor Constantino Luiz Palleta; Justice, Sen- 
hor Jose Hygino Duarte Percira; Interior, 
Senhor Jose Hygino Duarte Percira, ad in- 
terim; War, Gen. Jose Simcao de Oliveira and 
Navy, Rear Admiral Jose Custolo de Melle. 
To-day’s telegrams — four of these officials 
have resigned and will join the movement to 
depose the President. ° 

The city of Peiotas, near Rio Grande, in the 
Province of Rio Grande do Sul, Is said to bein 
astate of open revolution against the Gov- 
ernment, and a bloody Dattile between the 
troops and the populace is reported to have 
already taken place. and that there has been 
considerable loss of lfeon both sides. Ali 
the telegraph wires between Pelotas and 
Porto Alegre, the capital of the Province of 
Rio Grande Go Sul, 160 miles north-northeast 
of Rio Grande, atthe north endof the Lake 
Patos, have been cut, and that, in conse- 
quence, no detallsasto the engagement are 
procurable, 

Viscomte Pelotas is said to have been made 
chief of the revolutionary party in that Prov- 
ince, and to have proclaimed Corumba asthe 
capital, saqomns Gov. Martino, the Peixoto 
representative, from power, and piacing Dr. 
Rocha in his place. All three of these men 
were members of the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Rio Grande do Sul when it revolted 
against Dictator Fonseca. 

It is reported that the present movement is 
extending to other States, notably in Matta 
Grasso and Santa Catharina,
